AMBOY— (Sp ecial)—The Amboy City Council Tuesday 
night defeated, six to two, an ordinance which would have 
p revented the establishment of a livestock mark eting center 
within the Amboy city limits. 
At the same time the council agreed to have drawn up 
for consideration at its nex t 
meeting an ordinance which 
would p rohibit k eep ing any 
livestock within the city . 
The defeated ordinance, p resent­ 
ed by Ald, Ja m e s Dick inson, would 
have 
p rovided 
for 
stock y ards, 
slaughterhouses and such within 
the city to be declared nuisances, 
with fines up to $200. 
Jam es 
I). 
McKean, 
Jr., 
field 
service rep resentative of the Illi­ 
nois Livestock Mark eting Associa­ 
tion, discussed his firm s’ p rop osed 
center and answered q uestions. 
McKean 
said 
farm ers 
m ark et 
livestock in 400 centers in Illinois, 
in both large and small cities. He 
said that the firm had had the full 
ap p roval of the Amboy Cham ber 
of Commerce and had acq uired 500 
to 600 favorable signatures on p e­ 
titions before mak ing definite p lans 
to build it. 
He said the firm w as unable to 
obtain the first location it desired 
and p urchased the land rn north­ 
east Amboy which met its neces­ 
sary q ualifications of transp orta­ 
tion availability . 


’Never Before’ 
“ We’ve never before had to go 
before a group of this sort to dis­ 
cuss building a center; m any of 
our centers are within city limits. 


I do not believe the center will be 
a nuisance in any way . Just let us 
get in op eration and y ou'll see it 
won’t be a detrim ent,” he con­

WASHINGTON (ZP)—Adlai 
Stevenson held out the p os­ 
sibility today he may accom­ 
p any President Eisenhower 
to a Paris meeting nex t month 
designed to increase Allied 
coop eration. 
From a haze of confusion, 
the role of the Democrat 
whom Eisenhower twice de­ 
feated

emerged as that of adviser— 
and p ossibly a p articip ant— 
in p rop osals Eisenhower and 
Secretary of State Dulles will 
p resent to the North Atlantic 
Treaty meeting of heads of 
state in Paris Dec. 16. 


An error by Jam es C. Hagerty ,

secretary , 
brought on the uncertainty which 
both Hagerty and Stevenson later 
sought to clarify . 
Info rmed Dulles 
Stevenson said he had informed 
Dulles a week ago that ‘while 
I 
could not undertak e to formulate 
the President’s p olicies, I would 
gladly 
review 
and 
discuss 
our 
governm ent's 
p rop osals 
before 
they were p ut into final shap e.” 
H agerty said Stevenson “ will be 
k ep t informed on the develop ing 
p rogram and will, we hop e, dis­ 
cuss the items in ‘he p rogram 
with the adm inistialion before they 
are finalized.” 
In a hid for bip artisan sup p ort, 
Stevenson rep ortedly had been of

In New York Tuesday night, he 
said he would be willing to attend 
the Paris meeting. But whether he 
could go. he said, would dep end 
on the shap e of the IT.

He indicated one condition 
might be an increase in foreign 
air! which would req uire a relax 
ation of the 275-billion-dollar limit 
on the federal debt, 
By imp lication he left himself 
free to criticize any of the admin 
ist rat ion s p rop osals with whirl 
he disagrees. 
Co mmenting 
Stevenson issued his statem ent 
after Hagerty had announced at 
first that Stevenson would limit 
his coop eiation to commenting on 
the p rogram after it had been de 
velop ed. 
Hagerty , conceding later he had 
made an error, said he had m is­ 
understood 
the 
meaning 
of 
the 
word “ com m ent.” He agreed Ste 
venson’s role would be to consult 
and comment while the p olicies 
were in p rep aration. 
Stevenson, in agreeing to help 
out, said that “ in view of the grav­ 
ity of oui situation in the wot 
I have both a desire and a duty 
to assist our government, regal 
less of p artisanship or p ersonal 
convenience.”

Although everyone grows older at the same rate 
of speed, the signs of advancing years generally 
appear gradually, unequally and differ from person 
to person. 
Some activities, for example, which come easily 
at 18 are impossib le or unwise at 30. Others which 
can b e performed at 30 are undesirab le at 50. 
It seems to me that there are two aspects of a g­ 
ing which everyone should consider. One is the rec­ 
ognition of physical changes and the need to adjust 
to them in daily living. The other is the conscious 
preparation for certain changes in living pattern in 
the later years. 
From the physic al point of view, age b rings some 
slowing of many functions of the b ody and a lessen­ 
ed ab ility for some of the b ody tissues and functions 
to withstand stress. 
For example, the muscles, including the heart 
muscle, cannot stand as much strain in later years 
as they did earlier. Therefore, it is foolish to take 
as strenuous exercise as was possib le in youth. 
Such special senses as hearing and vision b e­ 
come less acute and adjustment of varying degrees 
to these changes is needed. It is also characteristic 
for the m em ory to weaken, particularly memory for 
t event events. Many older people show this b y re­ 
peating stones to the sam e audience simply b ecause 


they do not rem em b er that they did this b efore. 
Assuming that one lives long enough, the older 
years b ring changes ic everyone. Mothers who have 
b een b usy with varied prob lems of their children 
are inevitab ly relieved of this time-consuming task. 
Some planning on what they will do \vhen this time 
comes in order to occupy themselves is in order. 
Men, too, generally lace the prospect of changes 
in their hab its of work and play. Retirem ent can b e 
a welcome telief from heavy duties or it can b e a 
b low which some men find hard to overcome. 
It is now generally b elieved that more thought 
should b e given retirem ent in advance. There are 
many b ooks and pamphlets, most of which can b e 
found in the neaiest pub lic lib rary, which should 
prove of great assistance if consulted years b efore 
expected retirem ent.

For example, the National Assn. for Men­ 
tal Health has pub lished a series of six letters ad ­ 
dressed to employed people from 50-60, 
The simple m atter of growing older is so inevit­ 
ab le that it should b e taken philosophically. Such 
draw b at hs as it does have can b e lessened b y care­ 
ful planning and b etter understanding of some of the 
advantages which it also can offer.

ing” signs that the kill would b e 
b etween 1,200 and 1.800 in the 33 
counties where permits were of­ 
fered 


for shotgun shooting Only 7,037 of 
those went to sportsmen, and an­ 
other 1,109 to landowners. 
An unlimited numb er of permits 
was offered to b owhunters and 
2,616 were snapped up. The state 
Conservation Department estim at­ 
ed that IOO of the slain deer were 
taken b y b owmen.
